NEW LINES SEEN ON MOON 


British Astronomer Makes Public Re- 
cent Observations of Great In- 
terest to Scientists. 

A paper by T. &. MacDonald, read 
before the British Astronomical asso- 
ciations “discusses thesappearance of 9 
bright border along the Ny limb of 





the young moon. Accordg to Mr. 
MacDonald this luminosity, ‘which is 
not visible in all lunations, has a more 
or less Nnelike appearancé, and ts de- 
cidedly brighter than the = ordinary 
earthshine, which always illuminates 
the darker part of the young moon. 
The bright border varies in length, not 
always extending as far as the horns 
of the Itihar crescent. and certain 
nearly ctreular swellings of intensi- 
fied brightness have been noted. In 
general the border is most sharply de- 
fined when the moon is 2% days old, 
and it begins to become diffuse the 
third day of the lunation.- By the sev- 
enth day it is Barely distinguishable.

The following telegram received by 
the/advertising and publicity depart- 
ment of the Southern Counties Gas 
Company was sent by Franklyn S.

Many Restrictions to Be Removed Ge. 
fore There Can Be Thought 
of Suffrage. 

Perhaps {t is a little premature for 
Japanese women to think of suffrage 
when they are actually prevented from 
even passively listening to political 
speeches. It is curious to note in this 
Connection that not a single voice has 
et been raised against the legal ais 
ability of married women and also 
against the injustice—or at least the 
unfairness—to daughters of the Japa: 
nese law of succession. 

According to Japanese law married 
women form a class of incapacitated | 
persons. the other classes under the 
Same category being (1) minors, (2) in- 
competent persons (lunatics), and (3) 
quasi-incompetent persons (pegsons of 
weak intellect, deaf, dumb 6r_ blind 
persons and. spendthrifts). 

Married women fiust obtain the per- 
mi§sion of their hushands in order 
(a) togreceive or invest Capital: (b) to 
conti let loans or to become surety; 
(ec) to dd acts having for their object 
the eapPattion ap-toss of rights in im- 
movalwe or important: movable prop- 
erty; (d) to make gifts, compromises 
or arbitration agreements; (e) to ac 
cept or waive successions; (f) td Ac 
cept or refuse gifts or legacies, or 
(g) to make contracts putting them- 
selves under any personal restraint; 
and any such acts done without the 
reqiisite permission may be canceled 
by the authors themselves or thei

A new application of the metal se- 
lenium, suggested by a French scien- 
tist, L, Ancel,“is to use the selenium 
cells as smoke recorders in chimneys. 
A selenium cell is mounted on one 
side of a chimney or flue; on the op- 
posite side is fixed a lamp. The 
amount of light falling upon the se- 
lenium and hence the resistance of 
the cell will depend upon the density 
of the smoke in the flue; the fire can, 
therefore, be controlled by the galvan- 
omieter records,

PUBLIC LIBRARIES IN’ VIRGIN 
ISLANDS 








The first car of potatoes shipped 
this season from San _ Bernardino 
county left for the East Tuesday 
night. They were grown by B. B. 
Perkins of Loma Linda for which he 
received a check for $1864.74, which 
is at the rate of six cents per pound. 
Mr@ Perkins states that he believes 
that this was the highest priced car 
of potatoes ever shipped from this 
vicinity. The car was shipped by 
I, L. Chamberlin, who _ represents 
Weyl-Zuckerman & Co., and a check 
for the entire ameunt was handed 
Mr. Pertims as soon as the potatoes 
were weighed. 

Mr. Chamberlain reports that six 
cars just previously shipped from 
Nuevo brought the growers over $2000 
per car. He thinks that high prices 
will prevail throughout the season.

The growth during the past five 


greater rate, and since the slump in 
1915 and 1916 the recovery has been 
practically at this same rate (until 
the present ‘year when it is variously 
estimated to have increased at the 
rate of from 15 to .25 per cent.) 

It is therefore conservative to as- 
sume in view of. the factors men- 
tioned before, which favor they in- 
creasing use of fertilizer even more 
than was the case before the War 
that this’ growth will continue at 
this same rate (or better) of 7 1-2 
per cent per year, or at least until 
1924. That is, there will bé an av- 
erage increase each year in the next 
five years of 71-2 per cent over the 
preceding year. This would give a 
total fertilizer consumption for 1924 
of 10,500,000 tons, a figure which, it 
is to be noted, is only about 25 per 
cent higher than the figure as ac- 
tually reported by the census astatis- 
tics for 1914, ten years earlier. - 

The rate of growth from 1924 to 
1930 has been assumed to continue 
uniformly at somewhat slower rate, 
an increase little less than 800,000 
tons @ year, which gives for 1930 a 
total consumption of 15,000,900 tons. 

All of the organic nitrogenous ma- 
terials are the by-products of other 
industries, practically the meat pack- 
ing and cottonseed oil industries. Al- 
though there has been a_ steady 
growth in these industries in the last 
twenty years, ‘this growth has not 
been nearly so great as the growth 
in the consumption of ° fertiliser. 
Moreover, there has been a steadily 
increasing use both of cottonseed

iment of Agriculture show that in 
1917 and 1918 about half. the high 
grade animal tankage was being used 
for feed, and about two-thirds of 
the cottonseed meal. Since thei, 
this proportion has undoubtedly in- 
creased. That these materials are 
now primarily, feeds and only sec- 
ondarily fertilizer is shown further 
iby the course of their prices in the 
last year or so, during which term 
their pri@es. have been controlled by 
' the feed. stuff market rather than 
by the prices of their competitive 
fertilizer nitrogenous matelias, Chi

| monia, 
The estimated consumption of 10,- 
| 500,000 tons of fertilizers in 1924 will 
| require approximately 217,000 tons of 
nitrogen, not more than 45,000 tons 
of which can come from organic ma- 
terials, leaving 172,000 tons of in- 
organic nitrogen to be supplied. 

The estimated consumption of 
15,000,000 tons of fertilizer in 1980 
will require approximately 316,000 
tons of nitrogen, not more than 30,- 
000 tons of which can come from or- 
ganic materials, leaving 285,000 tons 
of inorganic nitrogen to pe supplied.
